H. Hanesworth and P\ S. H. Johnston, 
of Arkansas Conference, O. H. Keadle, D. H. Colquette and James Thomas, of 
Little Rock Conference, and H. R. Singleton transferred to this from the Louis- 
iana Conference, and C. D. Atkinson, representing the Review of Missions, w r ere 
introduced to the Conference. 

A communication from Committee for the Spread of Anti- Mormon Literature 
was referred to a special committee composed of F. A. Jeffett, S. H. Babcock and 
H. T. Blythe.

Brittain were called; they made brief remarks and their names were referred to the 
same committee for superannuated relation.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

To the President and Members of the White River Annual Conference : 

It is gratifying to note an increase in the collections for missions in our Con- 
ference for the past year. We trust the time is not far distant when we shall pay 
every dollar of our assessments. We ought to do this in the coming Conference 
year. 

We hear with pleasure and thanksgiving of the success of our work in the vari- 
ous mission fields for the past year. We are glad to know that the number of la- 
borers have been considerably increased. 

It is also gratifying to note the increased interest of our people at home in the 
work of the evangelization of the world. Missionary literature is being more gen- 
erally disseminated and read. A large number of our students and Epworth 
Leaguers are making a study of missions, and the missionary conscience is being 
more thoroughly awakened. 

We commend the Review of Missions and urge our ministers and laymen to 
increase ts circulation. This can be done with a little effort. 

We commend the Student Missionary Campaign which is enlisting the young 
people of our church in praying for, studying, and systematic giving to missions. 
All of our people need to be more impressed with the necessity of prayer for and 
study of missions. We should make strong efforts to enlist all of our Epworth 
Leagues and Sunday Schools in the missionary movement. 

We .would disparage spasmodic missionary movements and urge upon all our 
people systematic giving. 

We most heartily endorse and commend the splendid missionary work of the 
women and children of our church. 

We urge early collections, and we would recommend that a portion of the 
Twentieth Century Fund be set apart for aiding our schools in foreign lands. 

We recommend that persons serving missions in our Conference be paid by 
our Treasurer at the end of each quarter one-fourth the amount apportioned their 
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respective charges — only upon the approval and written request of the 
said charge.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



TWENTIETH CENTURY MOVEMENT. 

It has been our good fortune to have Bishop Chas. B. Galloway, President of 
the General Board of Education, and leader in this great movement, as our Pre- 
siding Bishop. 

We appreciate very highly the work he has done in our Conference and State 
to secure the amount apportioned to us by the General Board. Rev. F. S. H. 
lohnston, the manager of this movement in the State of Arkansas, reports that 
about 50 per cent, of the amount has been secured by collections and subscriptions. 

We recommend : 1st, That the pastors and presiding elders make a special 

effort during the first and second quarters of the Conference year to collect the 
amounts in full, apportioned to their respective charges. 

2d, That they assist the agent in every way possible in his efforts to secure 
these amounts, and that they preach at least one sermon on Christian Education at 
each appointment during the first part of the year. 

VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY. 

We were pleased to have before the Board Dr. W. F. T illett, who presented 
the claims of Vanderbilt University, and told of the great work that is being done 
in that institution, especially in the Biblical Department. As this is the only in- 
stitution in the Southern Methodist Church where the facilities of the highest culture 
are offered, we therefore recommend: That the Conference, when practicable, 

shall carry out the plans of the General Board of Education as embodied in the 
20th Century Movement with regard to Vanderbilt University. 

HENDRIX COLLEGE. 

President Millar of Hendrix College appeared before your Board in person, 
and made a full statement of the financial condition of the College. The report 
was, indeed, most encouraging. We are pleased to learn that the work done by 
the College is of such a high character as to entitle it to first-grading, notwith- 
standing the income is below the required amount. The school maintains its 
excellent reputation as a Christian College. News has just come to us that a 
gracious revival, unprecedented in the history of the institution, is now in progress 
among the students. 

The present value of the property, including grounds, buildings, library, ap- 
paratus, etc., is $(18,000.00. The session closing June, 1899, enrolled 143 stu- 
dents, 29 of whom are beneficiaries, 23 ministerial and G ministers 1 children. In 
view of the meager income of the College we recommend: 
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1st, That we continue the assessment of >§500 for Christian Education, and 
that we urge a more diligent effort upon the part of our pastors to collect the same. 

2d, That Dr. R. R. Janies he re-elected as Trustee of Hendrix College. 

3d, That W. B. Hays be elected as Trustee of Hendrix College, instead of 
Rev. A. M. R. Branson, whose term of office has expired. 

4th, Your Board heartily endorses the re-appointment of Dr. A. C. Millar as 
President of Hendrix College; also the continuation of Rev. F. S. H. Johnston as 
Financial Agent. 

HENDRIX COLLEGE ACADEMY. 

\Ve note with pleasure the completion of the Hendrix Academy, located at 
Imboden, and are gratified that the funds to relieve the indebtedness of the build- 
ings and to equip the school are now provided for. The Board recommends that 
the Conference co-operate with the Trustees of Hendrix College in locating Acad- 
emies within its bounds at such places as the Board may select. 

GALLOWAY COLLEGE. 

The success that has attended the re-building of Galloway College is jus^ 
cause for profound gratitude to Almighty God. One year ago the old building, 
then the pride of Arkansas Methodism, was consumed by fire, leaving us in the 
midst of the session wdthout a home for our girls. Temporary quarters were im- 
provised and without the loss of a day the work was carried on. 

By the prompt and determined effort of the Board of Trustees, the generous 
and noble response of the citizens of Searcy, and* of the friends of the College 
throughout the State, the work of re-building was begun after the shortest possible 
delay. 

We have now completed one of the best school buildings to be found in Ark- 
ansas — the cost of which is $38,888.47. This, with other property belonging to 
the College, makes a total value of $(>0,000.00. With the subscriptions already 
made to Galloway, through the Twentieth Century Movement, and the interest and 
loyalty among the Methodists throughout Arkansas, w^e hope to report the college 
free from debt by our next annual session. 

From the report made by the President, Dr. C. C. Godden, we learn that 
there are tw enty-four teachers and two hundred students. The health and moral 
tone of the institution is fine. 

Your Board approves most heartily the administration of the President, and 
the excellent work that is being done by the faculty. 

Recommendations — 1st, That Rev. R. C. Morehead be elected to fill the vacan- 
cy on the Board of Trustees made by the transfer of Rev. J. C. Browm to the Little 
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Rock Conference; and that G. W. Culberhouse be elected trustee instead of Theo. 
Maxfield whose term has expired; 2d, The re-appointment of Rev. M. M. Smith 
as Financial Agent of Galloway College.

Dear Brethren —Your Committee on Books and Periodicals submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

We are glad to say that our literature is keeping abreast with the spirit and 
progress of this great age. Never before in the history of our church has she had 
such furnishings for pressing her great work in all the deparments as at the present. 
The words that burn and the thoughts that breathe in the best of a world-wide 
literature throbs in Europe and America and Southern Methodism catches this 
mighty swing of things in the spirit of her literature and would pour its benedic- 
tion upon every home and its sweet children throughout our connectionalism. We 
rejoice that we are waking up to the onward march of progress, in the preparation 
we are making to rightly use the golden opportunities which are soon to greet us 
in the dawn of a new century. The “Shaping Hand” back of us is saying in un- 
mistakable terms: “This is the way; walk ye in it.” And the spirit that burns 
in our literature, in all departments of its work, is catching its flame from the in- 
spiration of the mighty quick-step of things. Surely God is in this thing and the 
sooner every one of us finds it out and fall completely into line the better for us. 
There is a telegraphy in literature, as there is in the Supreme Spirit, and he who 
has ears to hear shall not fail to be enthused by the music of its voice, and im- 
proved by the spell of its genius.

Your Sunday School Board has endeavored to make a careful survey of the 
Sunday School work in our bounds, and we are glad to report an increasing inter- 
est manifested in this great work. We note improvement in better organization 
and healthful growth, and considerable increase in the circulation of our litera- 
ture. This gladdens our heart, for we regard our Sunday School literature as sec- 
ond to none in the land, and we urge every preacher, officer, and teacher to sub- 
scribe for the Sunday School Magazine, and to insist on our literature being used 
in all our schools. 

The statistics will show that we have an increase in almost every line, but 
there is much yet that needs to be done. 

There is still quite a large difference between the number in our Sunday 
Schools and the number of members in the church, but, as Dr. Atkins has said, 
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the probabilities are that one cause of this is owing to our defective way of count- 
ing Sunday School scholars. Some report the average attendance, while others 
report the highest number present at any session within the year, while others 
merely guess at it.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 



We, your Committee on Temperance, beg leave to offer the following resolu- 
tions, viz : 

Whereas, \\ e regard the saloon as the greatest enemy to the happiness of 
our homes and the prosperity of our churches, and the greatest evil which con- 
fronts our nation; and, 

Whereas, 1 he Arkansas Anti-Saloon League, which is non-sectarian and 
non-political, seeks to enlist the co-operation of all temperance people in our state 
against the saloon; and, 

Whereas, Ihe League and its work is under the supervision of a regularly 
elected board of trustees, selected from the various denominations of our state; 
and, 

W hereas, We believe that the Arkansas Anti-Saloon League is going to do 
much to rid our state of saloons at the next election, since it has so wisely planned 
a “temperance campaign” in every county before the primary and general elec- 
tion; and, 

Whereas, \\ J e know the whisky forces of the state are organizing strongly 
to establish themselves in territory already occupied and to gain new territory at 
the next election; and, 

W t hereas, Other religious bodies in our state are falling into line and are 
indorsing the work of the Arkansas Anti-Saloon League, and pledging themselves 
to co-operate with it in its attempts to free our state from the blighting curse of 
the saloon ; therefore, be it . 

Resolved, first, That we heartily endorse the Arkansas Anti-Saloon League 
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in its work for the cause of temperance, and we recommend that each of our pas- 
tors preach at least one sermon on temperance in their respective pulpits in the 
early part of the year, and in which he will call attention to the work of the Ark- 
ansas Anti-Saloon League, and follow the sermon with a voluntary “hat collec- 
tion” for the support of the temperance work. 

2. That we urge every Methodist family to subscribe for The Search- Light, 
of Little Rock, the organ of the temperance forces of the state. 

3. That we pledge all the other temperance and religious organizations in 
the State our hearty co-operation in their efforts through the Arkansas Anti-Saloon 
League to put the saloon down and out of our state at our next election. 

•L That we ask the Bishop to appoint a member of this Conference to attend 
the Anti-Saloon League Convention to be held in Chicago in the month of May of 
1900.

REPORT ON METHODIST ORPHANAGE. 



To the Bishop and Members of the White River Annual Conference : 

Dear Brethren: The Committees appointed to provide for the organiza- 

tion of a Methodist Orphanage in this State met at the office of the Arkansas 
Methodist on the 8th of February last. A petition for the incorporation of a Board 
of Trustees was presented to the Hon. Joseph W. Martin, Judge of the .Second Di- 
vision of the Circuit Court of Pulaski County, and he made an order, duly incor- 
porating the Orphanage, with the following constitution : 

CONSTITUTION OF “THE ARKANSAS METHODIST ORPHANAGE OF THE M. E. 

CHURCH, SOUTH.” 

1. The name shall be “The Arkansas Methodist Orphanage of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South.” 

2. The object shall be to receive, hold and administer all moneys, funds, 
and property, real and personal, that may come into its hands by donation, gift, 
devise, bequest, or otherwise, for any of the uses, purposes, and needs of the 
Board of Trustees of said orphanage; particularly funds and property for the es- 
tablishment, maintenance and management of an orphanage. 

8. The said Board is authorized to buy premises, locate the home, invest, or 
place at interest any and all funds that may come into its hands for the use of said 
orphanage, and shall make full and complete report of its acts and doings to the 
annual Conferences of the M. E. Church, South, in Arkansas, showing disposition 
of the corpus and interest of the funds so received; provided, always, the Board 
shall carry out the wishes of the donors of said fund or property. 

4. All vacancies in said Board shall be filled by the Conference in which the 
vacancy occurs, but in the interim such vacancies may be filled by the remainder of 
the Board, and the person so chosen shall hold until his successor is appointed. 
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5. That the regular meetings of said Board shall be on the fourth Wednesday 
in October, at the seat of the orphanage, or at such a place as the Board, from time 
to time, may select. Provided, also, that the President or any three members of 
the Board may call a meeting of the Board whenever deemed necessary. 

G. That the officers of said Board shall consist of a President, Secretary and 
Treasurer, who shall be elected every two years. 

7. Five members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of all business. 

The incorporators are J. R. Cason, Jas. Thomas, George Thornburgh, F. S. 
H. Johnston, E. A. Tabor, Stonewall Anderson, M. \I. Smith, W. B. Ricks and 
George W. Culberhouse. 

Under the provisions of this Constitution the Board elected the following 
named officers: Rev. J. R. Cason, President; Rev. W. B. Ricks, Secretary; 

Geo. Thornburgh, Treasurer. 

At the meeting of the Board of Trustees held May 3d, 1899, notice was order- 
ed to be given that the Board would locate the Orphanage at the place making the 
most favorable bid for the same. 

Rev. J. M. Workman was appointed agent. 

At the annual meeting held October 25th the undersigned were appointed to 
prepare and submit to the three Conferences a statement of what had been done by 
the Board. 

We respectfully submit the aboye report and ask that you approve of what has 
been done by the Board, and give the enterprise your hearty support.

REPORT ON PAPERS FROM LEAGUE OF 
SOCIAL SERVICE. 



We, your Committee, to whom were referred sundry papers from the League of 
Social Service, beg leave to submit the following report, viz: 

Whereas, The election of Brigham H. Roberts of Utah, an avowed polyg- 
amist, to the house of representatives of the Fifty-sixth Congress, has called the 
attention of the country to the fact that many Mormon leaders are still living in 
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polygamous relations, in violation of their oaths and pledges, and in defiance of 
public sentiment and laws of the country, as well as in defiance of the laws and 
constitution of the state of Utah; and 

Whereas, The teaching and practice of polygamy is demoralizing to society 
and destructive of the fundamental principles upon which our free institutions and 
our Christian civilization rest; and 

Whereas, In view of the past history over the contest of the practice of 
polygamy, the house of representatives cannot permit the said Brigham H. Roberts 
to have a voice in its councils without in effect sanctioning the practice of polyg- 
amy ; and 

Whereas, The polygamous element is still powerful in Utah, making it diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to exterminate polygamous cohabitation without the assist- 
ance of the national government; 

Therefore, We most respectfully and most earnestly call upon every repre- 
sentative of the Fifty-Sixth Congress to use his utmost endeavor and to exhaust all 
honorable means to secure the prompt expulsion of the said Brigham H. Roberts, 
of Utah, from the house of representatives, in accordance with the provision of the 
national constitution in Article 1, Section 5, Paragraph 2, which reads as follows: 
“Each House (of Congress) may determine the rules of its proceedings, punish 
its members for disorderly behavior, and with the concurrence of two-thirds, 
expel a member . ’’ 

We also most earnestly call upon every member of the senate and house of 
representatives to use his utmost endeavor and to exhaust all honorable means to 
secure action by the Fifty-sixth Congress, proposing an amendment to the national 
constitution, and submitting the same to the legislatures of the several states, de- 
fining legal marriage to be monogamic, and making polygamy and polygamist 
cohabitation, under whatsoever guise or pretense, a crime against the United 
States, punishable by severe penalties, including disfranchisement and disqualifi- 
cation to vote, or to hold any office of honor or emolument under the United 
States, or any state or territory thereof. 

We also call upon the Christian voters throughout the United States to aid us 
in the endeavor to secure the congressional action herein prayed for, to the end 
that the great wrong and scandal of polygamy may be speedily brought to an end.
